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Brief  Outline  of  the  Organisation 

OF 

Technical  Evening  Schools 


For  the  Session  1906-7. 


In  reorganising  the  Scheme  of  Evening  Work  for  the  City,  efforts 
have  been  made  to  arrange  Courses  of  Instruction  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  all  sections  of  the  community.  This  brief  account 
of  the  organisation  is  issued  to  assist  intending  students  to  select 
the  Course  most  suited  to  their  particular  needs.

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1.— TECHNICAL  AND  TECHNOLOGICAL 
EDUCATION  AND  TRAINING. 


The  Evening  Work  in  Technical  and  Technological  Education 
and  Training  has  been  co-ordinated  and  systematised.  It  follows 
a continuous  line  from  the  General  Evening  Schools,  through  the 
Branch  Artisan  Schools  and  the  minor  Mechanics’  Institutes,  to  the 
Advanced  Technical  Schools,  situated  in  the  Centre,  South,  and 
West  of  the  City,  and  ends  in  the  University  of  Leeds,  as  set

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In  the  scheme  of  Art  Instruction  for  the  City,  opportunities 
are  provided  for  young  persons  to  follow  a graded  and  thorough 
course  in  Art  study.  There  will  be  unity  and  correlation  in  the 
various  Art  studies  of  the  three  grades  of  Schools  in  order  to  secure 
a helpful  and  intelligent  sympathy  manifested  throughout  the 
whole  of  the  work.  From  the  beginning  instruction  in  the  principles 
and  practice  of  Art  will  be  given,  and  special  attention  will  be 
devoted  to  their  relation  and  application  to  industry.

The  aim  of  the  Central  School  of  Art  is  to  give  a thorough 
training  in  the  various  systematic  Courses  of  Art  Study,  and  essenti- 
ally to  endeavour  in  every  possible  way  to  ensure  that  all  study  shall 
lead  to  some  useful  and  practical  end.  In  order  to  accomplish  this 
every  facility  will  be  provided,  so  that  side  by  side  there  shall  be 
not  only  study  in  Principles,  Draughtsmanship,  and  Design,  but 
also  the  opportunity  to  apply  them  in  a practical  way  in  the  Craft 
Studios  of  the  School  to  the  various  Art  Handicrafts  and  Industrial 
Arts.
